SAFETY IN MINES RESEARCH. 


The second research station erected for the work of 
the Safety in Mines Research Board out of grants 
voted by the Miners’ Welfare Committee from their 
fund has just been completed at Sheffield. The first 
station, situated near Buxton, designed for carrying 
out such experiments as large-scale explosions, was 
opened in June, 1927. The Sheffield station consists 
of laboratories for small-scale experimental work, and 
the staffs of the two stations work as one unit. The 
establishment of these two stations is the last step in 
the efforts made for more than a century to apply the 
systematic methods of science to the solution of 
problems of the dangers of coal mining. 

A complete description of the Sheffield Laboratories 
is given in §.M.R.B. Paper No. 44 (H.M. Stationery 
Office, 6d. net). It supplies (Part I.) a summary of 
the researches which are being carried out by the 
S.M.R.B., indicating how the various problems of the 
dangers of coal mining are systematically handled and 
their solution sought. It also contains (Part II.) a 
description of the new building and its equipment, and 
(Part III.) describes the research work at present in 
progress in the laboratories. The paper is illustrated 
by a plan showing the arrangement of the rooms on 
the different floors, and by photographs taken in the 
principal laboratories.

SPAIN. 
IMPROVED ECONOMIC CONDITIONS. 


Economic conditions in Spain during 1927 showed an 
improvement over 1926, writes Mr. Alexander Adams, 
British Commercial Secretary at Madrid, in his * Report 
to the Department of Overseas Trade on recent condi- 
tions in that country. This progress was helped by the 
political situation of the country, which evidenced 4 
re-afirmation of consent in the present Government, 
The country had the advantage of good crops, and the 
policy of industrial nationalisation was carried a step 
further without any manifestation of ill-effects. The 
olive crop may perhaps be signalled as the best, while 
the wine output was also very satisfactory. 

The world output of coal showed an increase in 1927 
as compared with 1926, which, it will be 
remembered, was the year of the coal stoppage in 
Great Britain. This fact had a repercussion in Spain 
upon the coal-mining industry, and caused a minor 
crisis. Agitation on this score reached such a point 
during the early part of 1928 and was so strongly 
carried on both by the workers’ representatives and 
also by the coal operators that in June, 1928, the Gov- 
ernment allocated a sum closely approximating to 
eight millions of pesetas by way of subsidies to the 
coal operators. 

The economic history of Spain during the two years 
1926 and 1927 was marked by a series of outstanding 
events. Relatively the most important, because it laid 
the foundation for constructive work, was the definite 
cessation of the war expenditure in Morocco. In 1926 
this expenditure amounted to about 176 million ptas., 
whereas in 1927 a reduction of over 100 million ptas. 
had already taken place. This means that with the 
pacification of the Spanish zone the expenditure will 
probably become even less than this last figure. 





ENFORCED USE OF SPANISH COAL. 


Chronologically the first was the attempt made in 
February, 1926, to support the Spanish coal-mining 
industry by enforeing the use of Spanish coal on the 
railroads and subsidised industries up to a very high 
percentage of the total consumption. The percentage 
to which Spanish coal must be used under the regula- 
tions in regard to railroads running express passenger 
lines is 85 per cent. of the total consumption, while in 
regard to other railroads coming under the Railroad 
Statute the proportion is 90 per cent. Industries have 
been classified in various ways, and upon them have 
been imposed certain compulsory proportions for the 
usage of Spanish coal, which, however, do not reach 
the percentages enforced upon the railroads. This 
move on the part of the Spanish Government was con- 
sidered necessary in order to help Spanish mines to 
increase their production and keep the coal miners in 
work. It was adopted to prevent unemployment, and 
in addition to the Government subsidies granted to 
producers in October, 1925. 


STATE FINANCES. 


The year 1926 was also important in that the Gov- 
ernment made a clean cut in State expenditure, divid- 
ing what may be called the normal and ordinary 
expenses of the State from the extraordinary or capital 
expenditures on necessary public works. Under 4 
decree of the 9th July, 1926, an Extraordinary Budget 
was instituted for public works, over a period of just 
over ten years, terminating at the end of 1936. The 
amount of money provided in this Extraordinary 
Budget was 3,538 million ptas. Of this total 878 mil- 
lion ptas. was to be devoted to naval construction

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work, 632 million ptas. to the army, including aviation, 
while no less a sum than 1,600 million ptas. was to be 
spent by the Ministry of Public Works on port and 
hydraulic works, roads and re-afforestation. The sum 
of 200 million ptas. for expenditure on schools and 
other buildings was allotted to the Ministry of 
Education. 

Jt must, therefore, be borne in mind, in considering 
the public finances of Spain, that, concurrently with 
the Ordinary Budget, there is: being spread over ten 
years an expenditure of 3,538 million ptas. on a public 
works constructional programme, while in addition 
there is In existence a five-year programme for the 
expenditure of sums up to 2,600 million ptas. on rail- 
nads. These large expenditures are not to be divided 
equally over the periods mentioned—indeed, the 
capital expenditures under the Extraordinary Budget 
o public works construction run from about 450 mil- 
lion ptas. during the first years down to 81 million 
ptas. in the year 1936, while the rate at which the 
railroad fund is to be distributed depends, of course, 
upon the needs of the railroads themselves. Never- 
theless, in order to get a true picture of Spanish 
fnances, account must be taken of both the ordinary 
and normal Budget expenditures. This means that, 
ifan average be taken over the two funds during the 
next five years after the institution of the railway fund, 
the sum of approximately 500 million ptas. per year 
must be added for expenditures on railroads, and about 
350 million ptas. for expenditures on public works con- 
struction, i.e., a total extraordinary expenditure of 
850 million ptas. After that period, and provided 
there is no extension to the railroad fund, an expendi- 
ture of about 350 million ptas. yearly is provided under 
the Extraordinary Budget. 


LOAN FLOTATION AND CONSOLIDATION. 


It is undoubtedly the hope of the Spanish Govern- 
ment that these large sums will be provided by the 
Spanish money market on a low interest basis, and 
this expectation seems on the way to being realised. 
The successful issue of some thousand million ptas. 
of 83 per cent. tax-free bonds, at the price of 80 per 
hundred, made at the conversion of the Perpetual 
4per cent. Internal Loan in April, 1928, seems to show 
that the Spanish Government can in reality secure 
money on its own money market for something less 
than 4 per cent., and, so long as this is the case, it 
seems likely that the borrowing programme will be 
continued in order to provide the large expenditures on 
works classified as capital investments. 

Karly in February, 1927, the next important event 
ook place. This was the consolidation of the internal 
short-term loan, and was an undoubted success. The 
onsolidation marked an era in Spanish Government 
inance, in that it showed the ability of the local money 
market to carry through such a vast operation. 

Another landmark in Spain’s increasing confidence 
in the management of her own finances, and her 
desire, as well as her ability, to extend her financial 
operations abroad, was the flotation in April, 1927, of 
a loan of 100 million ptas. for the Argentine Govern- 
ment. This loan was issued and absorbed by the 
Spanish market with remarkable rapidity. It was an 
international economic manifestation of some consider- 
able importance, in that the success of the flotation 
warrants the, South American Republics in looking 
upon the Madrid money market as an alternative to 
their present sources of supply of loanable capital. It 
is perhaps not likely that Madrid will in the near future 
become a very formidable competitor to other centres 
in the provision of capital to South America, but the 
issue of this loan was an index for the future, and as 
such cannot be ignored. 


ECONOMIC AND FINANCIAL Po.icy. 


The key to the economic and financial policy of the 
present Spanish Government can be found in the ideal 
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of the self-sufficing State. The two main lines of 
development in such a policy have always tended to 
be homage to conservatism in the national finances 
and the building up of native industries. 

The conservatism of the present Government in the 
matter of finances, in so far as regards the ordinary 
Budget, coupled with the elasticity of the revenues, 
have brought about a tremendous reduction in the 
deficit for the year 1927. This deficit is the very small 
one of approximately 24 million ptas., but it is the 
nearest approach to a surplus shown by Spain since 
the year 1909, and for that reason may be looked upon 
as a turning point in Spain’s progress since the war. 

The other line of development consists in building 
up native industries, and the Government’s whole 
tariff policy for the last few years has conscientiously 
and rather carefully endeavoured to give effect to this 
development. The declared policy of the Government 
is to revise all existing commercial treaties which 
contain fixed or consolidated tariff rates, with the in- 
tention of replacing these rates by mutual most- 
favoured-nation clauses. It is clear that this is to be 
done in order to permit changes in Spanish tariff rates 
to be made more easily, and it seems equally clear 
that any such changes will be increases. 

In the meantime, it is undoubted that the general 
policy formulated above has received the wholehearted 
support of the manufacturing and banking classes of 
the community. Evidence of this is to be found in 
the prices of Government securities during the year 
1927, the funds in general rising during the course of 
the year from 1 to 8 points. The rise in prices of 
municipal and mortgage securities was more or less on 
the same lines, with practically no exceptions, and 
even the rate of exchange on the £ sterling evidenced 
the same firmness. 


PropuctTion AND INDUSTRY. 

Every aspect of Spain’s economic life shows the 
effects of the war period, states Mr. Adams. The 
difficulties to which the country was exposed during 
that time in attempting to obtain from the usual pre- 
war sources the supply of manufactured goods, indus- 
trial products of all kinds, and also one of the principal 
raw materials of her industrial and transportation 
system, coal, became insuperable as the war drew to 
its close, and very naturally a tremendous impetus was 
civen to Spanish industries which were either non- 
existent before the war, or in an embryonic state. 
These were put through a hot-house forcing period 
with the idea of supplying, in so far as was possible, 
the Spanish market. 

At the present moment neither the coal-mining in- 
dustry nor any other single industry in Spain is cap- 
able of supplying in its entirety the Spanish demand 
for the articles it manufactures, but, with the return 
to conditions in which Spanish industry was obliged to 
compete for its own market with the foreign industries 
which had catered for Spain before the war, there 
spread a malaise which affected the whole industrial 
structure of the country. Those who had, at the 
expenditure of a certain amount of energy and money, 
built or extended factories, extended the workings of 
coal mines, taken on new branches of manufacture 
such as the supply of railroad locomotives and wagons, 
found that their costs of production, together with the 
high transport charges in Spain, incapacitated them 
from standing up to competition from foreign imports. 

In an effort to seek permanent solvency and success 
they assisted in bringing into being a thorough-going 
campaign for the protection of Spanish industry. The

BOARD OF TRADE INDEX NUMBER. 


The average of wholesale price movements, as 
measured at the Board of Trade, showed a fall in 
September, as compared with August, of 1-2 per cent., 
the index numbers for the two months being 82-8 and 
83-8 respectively (1924=100). Food became cheaper, 
on the average, by 2:2 per cent., each of the three 
groups showing reductions. Cereals cheapened by 3-5 
per cent., meat and fish by 1-0 per cent. and miscel- 
laneous foods by 2-0 per cent. The prices of industrial 
materials fell on the average by 0-6 per cent., com- 
paring September prices with those for August, the 
indices for cotton and for other textile materials show- 
ing reductions of 2-4 per cent. and 2-2 per cent. 
respectively, while those for iron and steel and for 
other metals and minerals show increases of 0-2 per 
cent. and 1-5 per cent. respectively. The rise in other 
metals and minerals was mainly due to higher quota- 
tions for household coal. In the group of miscel- 
laneous industrial materials a fall of 1:3 per cent. is 
recorded.

The average index number for all articles for the 
third quarter of 1928 shows a fall of 2-7 per cent. com- 
pared with the average for the second quarter. Corre- 
sponding comparisons of the quarterly averages for 
food and for industrial materials show falls of 5-2 per 
cent. and 1-4 per cent. respectively. 

Lower average prices were recorded for most of the 
items included with cereals, the largest reductions 
being in respect of wheat, barley and maize. The 
‘“ Gazette Average ’’ for British wheat fell weekly 
from 10s. 9d. per ecwt. at the beginning of August to 
9s. ld. per ewt. in the third week of September, and 
rose to 9s. 2d. per ewt. in the last week of that month. 
During the first half of September the ‘‘ Official ’’ 
price of straight-run flour in London was 36s. per sack 
of 280 lbs., and in the middle of the month there was 
a further reduction to 35s. per sack; it is reported that 
bakers were able to purchase supplies at 32s. 6d. per 
sack. The ‘‘ Gazette Average ’’ for British barley was 
rising in August, reaching 14s. 1d. per ewt. for the 
third week; by weekly reductions from that time the 
average fell to 10s. 10d. per ewt. for the last week of 
September. La Plata maize fell from 9s. 6d. per 
100 Ibs. early in August to 7s. 8d. in the middle of 
September, but there was a recovery to 8s. 04d. per 
100 Ibs. at the end of September. In the group relat- 
ing to meat and fish the principal price reductions were 
in home-grown beef and bacon and in fish; alongside 
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these decreases there were shown increases in th, 
average prices for pork and eggs. Scotch beef fell froy, 
124d. and 123d. per lb. for first quality short sides jy 
the first half of August to 11jd. and 113d. per }} 
during September, and corresponding falls wer 
reported in the prices of English and Irish beg 
Wiltshire bacon, smoked, cheapened by 8s. per ey 
from 130s., and Irish bacon, green, by 6s. from 120s 
per cwt. Danish bacon also was cheaper, by; 
American was somewhat dearer. First-quality British 
pork averaged 93d. per lb. in London during the first 
week of August and 11d. per lb. during the last week 
of September. Irish eggs rose from 14s. 9d, t 
17s. 14d. per 120 during the two months, and Danish 
eggs from 14s. 3d. to 17s. 3d. per 120. The average 
price of the four kinds of fish included in the caleula. 
tion was lower in September than in August by over 
5 per cent., although plaice became dearer. Among 
miscellaneous foods the most notable price changes 
were inreases for Danish butter and Indian tea, and 
decreases for potatoes (Birmingham), onions, apples, 
oranges and raw cocoa. 

With the exception of price increases for electro. 
lytic copper, lead and tin, quotations for metals in 
September showed little change from those of August. 
At the end of September electrolytic copper advanced 
to £71 5s. per ton, compared with £68 15s. per ton at 
the beginning of August, and during the same period 
Straits tin rose to £225 10s. per ton from £216 lds. 
English lead rose from £22 5s. to £23 15s. per ton, 
but fell later to £23 5s. The rise in household coal, to 
which reference has been made above, amounted to 
ls. per ton for the lower as well as for the higher 
priced grades. ach of the sixteen items included 
with cotton materials became cheaper in September. 
Fluctuations in the spot quotations for American raw 
cotton (middling) were from over 11d. per lb. early in 
August to under 10d. per lb. for several days in Sep- 
tember, with a rise to over 104d. per lb. at the end of 
the latter month. Egyptian raw cotton (Sakellaridis, 
fully good fair) was under 18d. per lb. during the 
greater part of September and between 184d. and 19d. 
per lb. during most of August. Reductions for yarns 
of American cotton for which quotations are used in 
the calculation varied from 4d. to 14d. per lb., while 
those for yarns of Egyptian cotton were 14d. to 2d. 
per lb. from the beginning of August to the end of 
September. Raw wool, wool and worsted yarns, linen 
yarns and raw jute and hemp were cheaper in Sep- 
tember than in August, while raw silk became dearer. 
Quotations for ox and heifer hides were reduced by 
$d. or 1d. per lb., and those for cowhides by 3d. or 
4d. per lb. Raw rubber fell to its lowest price since 
April last.

The Department of Customs estimates the total 
imports through all Union ports for September at 
£6,056,557, against £6,526,771, being the audited 
figure for the corresponding month last year. Ex-

£2,557,467, as compared with £2,646,404, audited 
for September, 1927. The value of gold bullion and 
gold specie exported is as follows: £3,210,160, as 
against £4,851,747 for the corresponding month 
last year, 





TROPICAL HYGIENE FOR LAYMEN. 


Everyone going out to the Tropics should be well 
informed with regard to such everyday matters as 
what he should eat and drink and what he should 
wear, and especially what he should avoid. He should 
know what kind of housing conditions are best suited 
to tropical climates, and should be instructed with 
regard to the storage and preparation of food and the 
supervision of the living habits of native servants. A 
simple knowledge of the questions of water supply and 
sewage disposal is necessary, and something of the 
habits of flies, mosquitoes and other insects, and of the 
ways in which they spread disease. 


To meet this need the London School of Hygiene and 
Tropical Medicine have made arrangements for courses 
of lectures and practical demonstrations to be given at 
suitable intervals for the guidance of employees of 
business firms and other bodies who are about to 
proceed to tropical and sub-tropical countries, or who, 
being employed in these countries, are home on leave. 
These courses of instruction, in addition to providing 
simple rules for guidance in regard to preparation for 
life in the Tropics and personal hygiene, will also 
embrace a short account of some of the more common 
diseases with advice in regard to measures of protec- 
tion against such diseases, and some guidance in 
simple methods of self treatment. This part of the 
course will be particularly valuable to men and women 
going up country where no doctor may be available.

UNITED STATES TRADE CONDITIONS. 


A cable received by the London office of the 
Guaranty Trust Company of New York states that the 
general outlook in the United States for steel con- 
sumption is such as to encourage the expectation of 
large output and comparatively firm prices for the 
remaining quarter of the year. The summer has been 
& prosperous one for both the iron and steel producers. 
The high rate of production during the early months of 
1928 has been followed by the smallest seasonal reces- 
sion in many years. From an average daily output of 
172,103 tons in April, production of steel ingots de- 
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clined to 143,960 tons in June, and then increage] 
during July and August, the average for August being 
154,759 tons, as against only 129,576 tons in the corre. 
sponding period last year. The monthly averages this 
year are surpassing those of 1927 by ever-widening 
margins, and it is regarded as practically certain that 
the total output for 1928 will easily exceed that of lag 
year. It is not unlikely that even the high record of 
1926 may be displaced this year, since the average 
daily production for the past eight months amounts to 
157,610 tons, as compared with 153,475 tons in the 
similar period two years ago. That the high levels of 
activity maintained this summer have been fully 
warranted by the volume of demand is shown in two 
ways—by the trend of unfilled orders and by the move. 
ment of prices. Orders on the books of subsidiaries of 
the United States Steel Corporation, as compared with 
the total a year earlier, reflect an increase of about 
428,000 tons. 





SWAZILAND IMPORTS AND EXPORTS. 


According to the Swaziland Annual Report for 1927, 
the imports consist principally of maize, flour, 
groceries, wearing apparel, Kaffir brush, hardware, 
machinery and building material, most of which are 
imported from the Union of South Africa through 
wholesale firms established there. 


The chief exports last year were: Slaughter cattle, 
£63,560; metallic tin, £42,776; tobacco, £386,825: 
hides, £10,157; cotton (unginned), £7,900; wattle 
bark, £6,576; and cotton (ginned), £3,370. 





INDIAN WEATHER AND CROPS. 


The Indian Commercial Intelligence Department, 
Calcutta, reports as follows to the Indian Trade Com. 
missioner in London on the season and crops in India 
for the weeks ending on the dates stated: — 


Rainfall.—Calcutta, 8th October: During the week 
ending 7th October rainfall was nearly general in 
North Hyderabad on four days; in the West Central 
Province, on the North Madras Coast, in the Madras 
Deccan, Burma, Bihar and Orissa on two days; and 
in the United Provinces, East Konkan, East Central 
India, Konkan, the Bombay Deccan and Malabar on 
one day. 


Monsoon.—Calcutta, 8th October: The monsoon has 
been weak in the Punjab, the South United Provinces 
and Madras, and normal elsewhere. 


Crops.—Madras, 29th September: Rain has fallen in 
places. The condition of crops generally is fair except 
in parts. Agricultural operations are normal on the 
whole, but sowings are restricted in places.—Bihar and 
Orissa, lst October: Rainfall has been light to mode- 
rate except in parts.

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BERMUDA. 





THE TOURIST TRADE. 

The only trade of any importance in Bermuda is that 
of catering for tourists, the great bulk of whom come from 
America, states the Annual Report for 1927. The 
majority of visitors arrive in the winter months, from the 
end of December until the end of April. During this 
period of 1927 four passenger steamers per week came to 
Bermuda from New York, while during the year under 
review the construction of a 20,000-ton motor vessel, cost- 
ing a million pounds, especially for this trade, was com- 
pleted. The first-class passenger accommodation on board 
this new vessel is about 700. The summer season has been 
increasingly steadily in popularity during the last few 
years; it lasts from July to October. Hotel and steamship 
rates are lower in summer than in winter. The manage- 
ment of the tourist trade is in the hands of the Trade 
Development Board, the members of which are appointed 
by the Governor. The public funds voted by the Legisla- 
ture and expended for the services controlled by this 
Board, and the number of tourists annually, are shown in 
the following table :—

The expenditure on advertising annually is approxi- 
mately £8,500 in America, £2,000 in Canada, and £1,500 
in Great Britain. Some £4,000 is spent locally for the 
entertainment of visitors. The steamer subsidy of £20,000 
is included under this head. It has been estimated that 
the average stay of tourists is ten days, during which each 
tourist will spend from £2 a day upwards. 
direct tax affecting tourists is that of 10s. on every pas- 
senger ticket for persons leaving Burmah. This tax 
applies to all residents as well as to visitors. 

The shops in the Colony stock the highest class of articles 
for sale to the tourists. Buyers from the chief houses go 
to Europe every summer to purchase dry and fancy goods 
for the winter season. The comparatively low tariff of 
10 per cent. to 11 per cent. ad valorem enables articles 
to be sold at lower prices than in the United States or 
Canada. It has been estimated that 80 per cent. of the 
revenue of the Colony is derived from the tourist trade. 


IMPORTS AND Exports. 


The total value of imports and exports in 1927 was 
£1,532,794 and £249,958, as against £1,404,824 and 
£239,553 respectively in 1926. The imports came chiefly 
from the United Kingdom, £436,801; British colonies, 
£296,497; and foreign countries, £799,496. 

The articles in which there is competition with the 
United States, which supplies practically all imports from 
foreign countries, are not many in number. Electrical 
goods, cigarettes, and the faultily-described fancy goods 
are the most important. There is undoubtedly a good 
opening for leather ware from the United Kingdom. The 
bulk of the boots and shoes are imported from the United 
States. The chief articles of export last year were empty 
oil barrels, £17,530; lily bulbs, £16,772; potatoes, £97,360 ; 
other vegetables, £104,136; and whisky, £500. The 
United Kingdom absorbed exports to the value of £8,035; 
British colonies, £14,383; and foreign countries, £227,540.

FOREIGN TRADE IN 1927. 


The total value of the trade of British Guiana (includ- 
ing bullion and specie) during 1927 was £5,809,646, of 
which £2,470,819 represented imports and £3,338,827 ex- 
ports, states the Annual Report for 1927. The total trade

showed an increase of £476,614 on the trade of the pre- 
vious year. The value of goods in transit to other 
countries transhipped direct in Colony ports was £186,447, 
as compared with £129,818 in 1926. 

Imports (less re-exports and excluding bullion and 
specie) reached a total of £2,394,321, a decrease of about 
one per cent. on the imports of 1926. Domestic exports, 
however, showed an increase of 21-8 per cent. on 1926 
transactions, produce to the value of £3,263,420 having 
been shipped. The greatest rises were shown in sugar, rice, 
and diamonds. Sugar to the amount of 109,616 tons, valued 
at £1,830;747, was exported, being an advance in quan- 
tity of 24,957 tons, and in value of £570,277 on the 1926 
exports. The quantity of rice shipped was 11,496 tons, 
valued at £153,931. This was the largest quantity ex- 
ported since 1917. Diamonds weighing 180,678 carats, and 
valued at £753,112, were exported, as compared with 
145,098 carats, valued at £687,698, in 1926. 

The United Kingdom accounted for slightly over 40 per 
cent. of the total trade, or about the same percentage as 
in 1926. Imports at 51 per cent. showed a small percent- 
age increase on those of the previous year, while exports 
at 33 per cent. dropped to the extent of 5 per cent. 
Canada with nearly 30 per cent. of the total trade and 
the United States with 11 per cent. did about the same 
volume of trade with the Colony as in 1926. 


CHIEF IMPORTS AND EXPorTs. 


The principal imports from the United Kingdom were: 
cotton piece-goods (£240,650), edible oils (£53,761), beer 
and ale (£49,573), manufactured tobacco (£49,250), 
common soap (£39,476), apparel (£33,579), wool manufac- 
tures (£29,564), and hats and bonnets (£18,993). The 
main supplies received from Canada were: Flour 
(£243,928), lumber (£25,956), condensed milk (£22,512), 
oats (£20,864), canned fish (£9,259), cheese (£7,613), and 
pickled fish (£7,607). All of the flour and pickled fish 
imported into the Colony came from Canada. Pickled 
meat (£41,141) and tobacco in leaf (£9,656) were the 
principal commodities imported from the United States. 

The total value of domestic exports to the United King- 
dom amounted to £1,071,559, of which sugar was respon- 
sible for £620,174, rum £85,268, and balata £70,989. 
Other exports to the Mother country were: Raw gold 
(£20,713), timber (£20,412), copra (£14,719), and rubber 
(£2,259). Canada was the Colony’s best market for her 
produce, the value of the export trade with her being 
£1,209,505, as against £1,071,559 to the United Kingdom, 
which came next. The principal exports to the Dominion 
were: Sugar (£1,207,802) and coconuts (£902). Of the 
sugar exported, 65 per cent. went to Canada as compared 
with 70 per cent. in 1926. All of the bauxite exported 
(viz., 160,933 tons, valued at £168,031) went to the United 
States, which country also took 1,827,115 gallons of 
molasses, valued at £19,032, or 68 per cent. of the total 


quantity exported.

The twelfth of the series of Preliminary Reports on 
the Census of Production taken in the Irish Free State 
in 1926 relates to the operations of the 24 establishments 
in the Free State at which bacon curing was then carried 
on.

The quantities of partly-cured bacon and hams pur- 
chased from curers by wholesale merchants in an unsmoked 
state and subsequently smoked by them before sale to 
retailers are not included in the above figures. The 
figures for fresh pork and for sausages refer only to the 
output of bacon-curing establishments; pork butchers and 
other retail shopkeepers who made sausages or cured pork 
by pickling for sale in their own retail trade were not 
required to furnish returns.

The total cost of ingredients used in making the 1926 
output was £4,910,261, of which pigs purchased alive 
(45,743 deadweight tons) accounted for £4,784,590, pigs 
purchased dead (863 d.w. tons) for £84,438, sausage and 
other ingredients for £20,295, and salt (4,269 tons) for 
£13,448. 


The cost at works of fuel, purchased electricity, oils, 
etc., used in the businesses for heating, lighting, trans- 
port, driving engines, etc., was £34,451, of which £26,905 
was for coal (10,840 tons) and £2,235 for electricity pur- 
chased (140,956 B.o.T. units). 


The estimated cost of purchased casks, cases, canvas, 
etc., sold with the output, the cost of replacing tools and 
the cost of materials for repairs to buildings or plant, 
executed by the firms’ own workpeople in 1926 was 
£63,303.

SALARIES AND WAGES: PERSONS EMPLOYED. 


The amount paid in salaries by the 24 firms in connec. 
tion with the output of bacon, hams, etc., was £79,963, 
and in wages and earnings £214,479, a total of £294,442, 

The number of persons engaged in the establishments 
on 16th October, 1926, was 1,857, of whom 18 were pro. 
prietors working in the business, 280 were clerks or other 
salaried employees, 1,435 were industrial workers at the 
factory, etc., and 124 storekeepers, packers, carters, etc, 
Males engaged in the industry numbered 1,393 and females 
464. Persons under 18 years of age totalled only 24, of 
whom 20 were males. 

Twenty-one of the establishments, employing a total of 
1,760 persons, were working continuously during the whole 
year, but three of these reported that they worked periods 
of short time during the year; two, employing 81 persons, 
were working 280 days, and one firm, employing 16 
persons, worked only 196 days. The normal hours per 
week for wage earners in the case of 20 firms were 48, for 
three firms 47 and for one firm 32. 


Capacity or ENGINEs, Ero. 


The effective horse-power of prime movers, as returned 
on the schedules for the industry, was 3,369, of which 
1,898 h.p. was from internal-combustion engines using gas 
and 1,212 h.p. from reciprocating steam engines. ‘The 
kilowatt capacity of electric generators was 1,058, and the 
rated horse-power of electric motors (exclusive of con- 
verters or transformers) was 1,347, of which electricity 
purchased at firms’ own works accounted for 878 h.p.

It will be seen from the above that nearly two-thirds of 
the bacon and about half the hams cured in the Free 
State are exported, and that only a little less than the 
same quantities, the produce of other countries, are im- 
ported. In comparing the values shown in the table it 
should be remembered that the production values are those 
as at factory packed for delivery, whereas exports are 
valued at f.o.b. prices and imports at c.i.f. prices.

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FOREIGN TRADE IN AUGUST. 


The Irish Free State Department of Industry and Com- 
merce has recently issued the trade statistics for August, 
which show that during that month imports and exports 
were valued at £4,745,692 and £3,955,035, as compared 
with £4,544,421 and £4,083,318 respectively in August, 
1927.

NEW ZEALAND. 





ECONOMIC CONDITIONS IN FIRST HALF- 


YEAR. 


The economic outlook in New Zealand is at present more 
promising than it has been for some time, writes the 


Officer in Charge of H.M. Trade Commissioner’s 
Office at Wellington. The temporary’ depression 
through which the Dominion was passing a_ few 


months ago appears to have been definitely overcome. 
Increased production and higher prices for New Zealand’s 
staple exports has been the characteristic of the past 
season, while this has been accompanied by caution and 
care in purchasing exercised both by the individual con- 
sumer and by importing houses. This has been reflected 
most clearly in the statistical position of imports and 
exports. Recovery in the import trade has perhaps been 
slower than the more optimistic anticipated, but the 
dominant note in business circles has been consolidation 
and retrenchment. ‘The general financial position, how- 
ever, is gradually affecting demand, and though unemploy- 
ment has proved an adverse factor during the winter 
months there is every reason to expect a steady improve- 
ment in buying as spring advances. 


‘ Datrryina INDUSTRY. 


The dairying industry showed in the early part of the 
season a remarkable increase in production, which was, 
however, negatived to a great extent by the dry weather 
conditions which prevailed later. Notwithstanding this, 
for the year ended 31st July, 1928, butter fat production 
showed an increase of 2-59 per cent., butter graded show- 
ing an advance of 4-2 per cent., while cheese decreased by 
0:73 per cent. Conditions were very favourable to the wool 
growers, the estimated clip being 664,728 bales, as com- 
pared with 625,766 in the preceding season, while the 
average price per lb. secured was higher by 4-19d. The 
production of lamb, beef and mutton also showed a satis- 
factory increase accompanied by higher prices for the 


lamb and beef. 





IMPERIAL AND FOREIGN TRADE—Continued. 





Exports AND IMPORTS. 


The declared value of exports during the seasonal year 
ended 30th June, 1928, was £9,224,203 greater than the 
previous year. The principal increases in individual items 
were wool £3,664,898 (6,844 bales), butter £1,554,219 
(107,193 cwt.), lamb £1,208,287 (305,670 cwt.), cheese 
£1,022,390 (42,202 cwt.), and beef £491,641 (329,023 cwt.). 
Among increases in minor items may be mentioned apples, 
£238,065, over a million cases having been shipped. The 
quantity of mutton exported was greater by 33,291 cwt., 
but the value was less by £40,831. The principal decrease 
in value was in rabbit skins, £177,338. 

The total amount of exports during the year ended 30th 
June, 1928, was £55,619,285, and of imports £43,497,942, 
thus showing a visible favourable balance of trade of more 
than £12,000,000. In the year 1926-27 there was an excess 
of imports of £978,605, and in 1925-26 of £5,820,855. 
These figures show the swift progress which the Dominion 
has made in her recovery of trade stability. The balance 
accumulated during the past year’s trading has been much 
more than sufficient to meet current liabilities in respect 
of interest payable overseas on Government and municipal 
borrowing. For the first six months of 1928 exports 
totalled £37,715,272, as compared with £30,592,341 in the 
corresponding period of 1927, and imports £20,915,700, as 
compared with £22,200,704. By the end of July the 
figures for exports had risen to £41,071,193, and for im- 
ports to £24,581,976. 


Substantial decreases in the value cf imports in the first 
half of the year were recorded over a very large number 
of items, among the more important being motor vehicles 
and motor spirit, electrical machinery, galvanised plate 
and sheet, hardware, engineer’s tools, whisky, tobacco and 
cigarettes. China and earthenware also showed a marked 
decline, but the position will no doubt be changed in the 
latter part of the year, during which lower duties upon 
certain classes will be operating. This is true also of other 
items affected by postponed tariff reductions. Among the 
chief items showing increase are tea, phosphates, cotton 
piece-goods, boots and shoes, dairying machinery, fencing 
wire, and motor cycles. 


During the first half of 1928 the proportion of imports 
from the United Kingdom suffered a decline from 47-9 per 
cent. last year to 46-3 per cent. The United States, 
Britain’s chief competitor, increased her percentage 
slightly from 18 per cent. to 18-8 per cent. Australia 
with 8-11 per cent. showed little change from 8-6 per cent. 
last year. Canada advanced slightly from 6-1 per cent. to 
6-9 per cent., while France 1-9 per cent., Germany 1-8 per 
cent., and Belgium 1-3 per cent. had fluctuated but little. 
During July last trade showed a decided improvement in 
favour of Britain, as a result of which her share of the 
import trade for the first seven months of 1928 stood at 
47-5 per cent. This revival appears a favourable omen for 
the remainder of the year. Of New Zealand’s exports 
during the first half of 1928 only 83 per cent. was marketed 
within the Empire as compared with 88 per cent. last 
year. The United Kingdom took 73 per cent. as against 
76 per cent., Australia’s share fell from 8-0 per cent. to 
6 per cent., and Canada’s from 3-4 per cent. to 3-2 per 
cent. United States with 6-5 per cent., France with 4-4 per 
cent., Germany with 2-9 per cent. and Japan with 1-3 per 
cent. all recorded increases. 


REDUCTION oF BANK RATE. 


In the financial sphere one of the most important events 
was the reduction on 9th July of the banking interest and 
discount rates from 7 per cent. to 64 per cent. The sound 
position regained as the result of more satisfactory trading 
conditions has enabled the banks to take this step, an 
action which may be expected to have a stimulating effect 
upon the import trade of the Dominion during the re- 
mainder of the year. The Budget presented to the House 
of Representatives on 8th August revealed the satisfactory 
condition of the State finances. The financial year 1927-28 
ended with a surplus of £179,076, revenue being 
£25,123,980 and expenditure £24,944,904. In view of the 
considerable relief afforded by the reductions in taxation 
effected during the last tariff revision, the Minister of 
Finance has not felt it possible to announce any further 
reductions, but the continuance of the highly favourable 
general economic outlook may bring such action within the 
sphere of practical politics. One of the problems with 
which the New Zealand Government are dealing resolutely 
is the keen competition encountered by the railways from 
road transport, which renders the profitable working of 
the former a matter of some little difficulty.

TRADE AND SHIPPING IN 1927. 


During 1927 the foreign trade of the Protectorate 
amounted to 130,000 tons, valued at Rs. 4,79,91,763, being 
an increase of 0-74 per cent. in weight and a decrease of 
0-62 per cent. in value as compared with 1926, states the 
Zanzibar Protectorate Report for 1927. (H.M. Stationery 
Office, price 6d. net.) The total imports (including goods 
directly transhipped, bullion and specie, and goods im- 
ported on Government account) amounted in value to 
Rs. 2,36,14,986 and weighed 84,000 tons, this being a 
decline of 3-62 per cent. in value and an advance of 
9-09 per cent. in weight as compared with 1926. 

The total exports (including transhipment of goods, 
bullion and specie and re-exports) amounted to 46,000 tons 
valued at Rs. 2,43,76,777, being a fall of 4-55 per cent. in 
weight and a rise of 4-46 per cent. in value as compared 
with 1926.

IMPORTS AND Exports. 


The total value of cotton piece-goods imported into the 
Protectorate in 1927 was £363,000, as compared with 
£301,000 in 1926. The chief sources of supply were the 
United Kingdom £129,000 (£126,000 in 1926), British 
India £96,000 (£66,000), Japan £69,000 (£37,000), and 
Holland £60,000 (£56,000). There is keen competition 
between British India and Japan for the supply of grey 
cotton goods. 

As regards exports, the principal item, cloves, reached 
a total of £820,000, as compared with £572,000 in 1926. 
The leading recipients were British India £228,000 
(£186,000 in 1926), the United States £151,000 (£167,000), 
Dutch East Indies £109,000 (£45,000), Straits Settle- 
ments £81,000 (£36,000), the United Kingdom £76,000 
(£32,000), and Germany £26,000 (£27,000). 

Exports of copra, which amounted in value to £337,000 
as against £375,000 in 1926, went principally to France 
and Italy, whose shares amounted to £244,000 and £89,000, 
as compared with £338,000 and £29,000 respectively in 
1926. 

SHIPPING. 


The total number of ocean-going vessels which called at 
Zanzibar last year was 353, representing a total gross 
registered tonnage of 2,344,571, an increase over the 
previous year of 2 vessels, or 220,950 gross registered tons. 

Coasting vessels entered and cleared during 1927 were 
258, with a total gross registered tonnage of 107,627, as 
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compared with 228 vessels with a gross registered tonnage 
of 106,208 in 1926. 

During the year 4,626 dhows entered, having an aggre. 
gate tonnage of 85,739, as against 4,863 of 87,696 tons jn 
1926.

FINLAND. 





TRADE WITH GREAT BRITAIN, JANUARY. 
NE 


The Finnish Consulate-General in London reports that, 
according to the Statistical Department of the Board of 
Customs in Finland, the total value of imports from Great 
Britain during the first half of the current year was 
£2,442,081, while Finnish exports to that country were 
valued at £3,946,790. In the corresponding period for 
1927 the totals were £2,217,745 and £4,410,609 respec- 
tively. 

The principal imports from Great Britain during the 
six months under review were textile fabrics, £312,379; 
cereals and manufactures thereof, £311,386; colonial pro- 
duce and spices, £245,640; metals and metal goods, 
£201,496; spinning materials, £195,378; coal, coke, china 
clay, glass, earthenware, grindstones, etc., £175,578; 
machinery and apparatus, £173,794; various textile manu- 
factures, £148,479; yarns and cordage, £147,976; and 
hides, skins, leather, and leather goods and_ furs, 
£125,555. 

As regards Finnish exports to Great Britain the three 
principal items were paper, woodpulp, pulpboards and 
manufactures, £1,477,351; timber and wooden manutfac- 
tures, £1,408,173; and animal foodstuffs, £1,007,378. 





FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY-AUGUST. 

The British Consul at Helsingfors reports that, accord- 
ing to foreign trade returns recently published by the 
Finnish Board of Customs for the eight months ended 
3lst August last, imports and exports were valued at 
5,043,648,031 Finnish marks and 3,580,496,291 F.mks. 
respectively, showing an adverse trade balance of 
1,463,151,740 F.mks. In the corresponding period of 1927 
imports and exports amounted in value to 3,974,338,690 
IF’.mks. and 3,883,299,099 F.mks. respectively, when the 
balance of trade against Finland amounted to only 
91,039,591 F.mks. Imports in the first eight months of 
the current year were thus very great, and in fact have 
beaten all previous records, while there was a small reduc- 
tion in the exports. 

The United Kingdom’s share of imports was also greater 
than in the corresponding period of 1927 by 47,257,242 
F.mks., but if compared with the total her share fell 
from 14-6 per cent. in 1927 to 12-4 per cent. in 1928, 
while Germany’s share advanced from 31-5 per cent. in 
1927 to 35-5 per cent. in 1928. The United States appears 
to have been able to keep pace with the increased im- 
ports, and retained as in the previous year 15-9 per cent.

FOREIGN TRADE IN AUGUST. 

The British Commercial Secretary at Berlin reports 
that during August last imports exceeded exports by 57-6 
million marks, as against an excess of the former over the 
latter of 268-48 million mks. in July. The following table

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The large decrease in the passive balance is due both to 
a decline in imports and to an advance in exports. The fall 
in imports of 99-1 million mks. is accounted for almost 
entirely by raw materials, semi-manufactured goods and 
foodstuffs and beverages. Only a small decrease took 
place in the import of manufactured goods, whereas that 
of live animals underwent an increase. Exports rose by 
111-7 million mks. to 1,025-8 million mks., and therefore 
exceeded the previous highest figure achieved in March, 
1928, by 4-2 million mks. This advance is chiefly accounted 
for by manufactured goods, but also largely by raw 
materials and semi-manufactured goods. The exports of 
foodstuffs and beverages and of live animals have, on the 
other hand, undergone but little change. 


The decrease in imports of foodstuffs and beverages is 
chiefly accounted for by the fact that large consignments 
on futures, particularly of coffee and cocoa, took place in 
July. In August the decline in imports of coffee amounted 
to 33-5 million mks. and in cocoa to 6-4 million mks. There 
was also a seasonal fall in a large number of other goods, 
the chief decreases being wheat 7-7 miilion mks., rye 4-8 
million mks., barley 2-2 million mks., potatoes 5 million 
mks. The chief increases were in fruit 10 million mks., 
maize 5-6 million mks., beans, peas, etc., 3-1 million mks., 
and there was a large rise of 11-6 million mks. in imports 
of eggs following the low imports in July. The decreased 
imports of raw materials and semi-manufactured goods is 
also largely accounted for by the large consignments on 
futures which took place in July. The imports of mineral oil 
decreased by 23-7 million mks., timber by 5-9 million mks., 
non-oleaginous seeds by 5 million mks., cotton by 10-6 
million mks., wool and other animal hairs by 6 million 
mks., and flax, hemp and jute by 3-4 million mks. There 
was @ seasonal increase in the import of iron ores amount- 
ing to 4-2 million mks., while that of oi! seeds and oil fruits 
also showed an advance of 10-8 million mks. 


Export TRADE. 


The increase in exports is chiefly accounted for by 
seasonal exports of raw materials and semi-manufactured 
goods, ammonium sulphate, for instance, advanced by 13 
million mks., potassium salts by 5-3 million mks., nitrate 
of calcium and urea by 2-4 million mks. The increased 
exports in manufactured goods to the amount of 80 million 
mks. are particularly accounted for by those’ in 
which seasonal influences play a large part. Exports of 
manufactured textile goods, for example, rose by 25 million 


mks., those of chemical products by 7 million mks., toys’ 


by 4-5 million mks., furs and fur goods by 3-7 million mks. 
As, however, a very large number of goods participated in 
the increased exports, it may be taken that exports as a 
whole were affected by the development on the home 
market. Shipments of rolling mill products advanced by 
97 million mks., electro-technical products by 5-2 million 
mks., and copper goods by 3-9 million mks. It is note- 
worthy that the exports of machines, which in July 
showed a falling off, receded by a further 2-4 million mks. 
in August. 


REPARATION ACCOUNT. 


The most important deliveries in kind on reparations 
account were coal 16-8 million mks., coke 8-2 million mks., 
ammonium sulphate 7-6 million mks., chemical products 
35 million mks., machines (excluding electrical machinery) 
2-2 million marks., iron goods and rolling mill products 2-1 
million mks. 





TRIPOLITANIA. 





INDUSTRY AND TRADE IN 1927. 


The Acting British Consul at Tripoli reports that three 
successive years with hardly any rain have rendered the 
economic conditions of Tripolitania poorer, while live 
stock have suffered excessively and crops have been almost 
nl. This state of things has greatly handicapped the 
Government’s activities towards developing the agricul- 
tural possibilities of the colony. Last year may be re- 
corded as the one in which the administration have given 
to agriculture their greatest attention, and it is unfor- 
tunate that not even a small share of the abundant rain- 
fall that favoured Tunisia reached this country. Imports 
have increased by 34,828,844 lire as compared with 1926, 
while on the other hand exports show a decline of about 
50 per cent. 
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LocaL INDUSTRIES. 


Henna.—About 33,200 kilogs. of henna were exported 
in 1927, mostly to Tunisia, France and Algeria, valued 
at 1,230,807 lire, as against 396,900 kilogs. (1,562,673 lire) 
exported in 1926. 


Wool.—Exports of wool last year amounted to 189,200 
kilogs. (1,048,336 lire), as against 174,100 kilogs. (1,120,150 
lire) in 1926. This article is usually sent to Italy and 
France, and some of it is used for the manufacture of 
local barracans and carpets. 


Halfa.—In 1927 2,919 tons of halfa, valued at 710,000 
lire, were exported, almost all to Great Britain. In 1926, 
777 tons, valued at 228,000 lire, went to Italy. 


Sponges.—This industry is declining. 24,700 kilogs. of 
sponges were exported in 1927, valued at 2,085,610 lire, 
as against 47,600 kilogs. (5,102,950 lire) in the previous 
year. The 1927 export figures include stocks from 1926, of 
which 1,800 kilogs., prepared for the British market, were 
sent to Great Britain, valued at 170,000 lire. The summer 
campaign of 1928 saw only four scaphanders working and 
three in reserve. The total haul of this campaign was 
14,500 kilogs. 


Tunny Fish.—The following figures will show that this 
industry, at one time the most important of the colony, 
is on the decline :—

The 1927 season was disappointing, and consequently 
in 1928 seven establishments, unable to finance the work- 
ing, did not operate. The Government, with a view to 
encouraging this industry, have decreed that the tem- 
porary import duty on the requirements of the establish- 
ments, such as oil and empty tins, should no longer be 
collected as heretofore, but that a guarantee from two 
solvent local firms is sufficient. In 1927, 18,800 kilogs. of 
salted tunny, valued at 79,553 lire, and 107,100 kilogs. 
prepared in oil (1,425,820 lire) were exported. The 1926 
figures were salted tunny 628,000 kilogs. (325,150 lire) and 
tinned tunny in oil 567,000 kilogs. (9,827,950 lire). 


Barley.—Formerly Tripolitania was an exporter of 
barley, but in recent years it has hardly been able to meet 
the local demand. Barley to the amount of 5,312 tons, 
valued at 5,095,860 lire, was imported, mostly from 
Tunisia, Algeria and Morocco during 1927. Greater quan- 
tities have been coming in in 1928. The natives are now 
getting accustomed to feed themselves on flour, rice and 
macaroni, so that barley is not such an indispensable 
article as it used to be. 


AGRICULTURE. 


Approximately 10,000 hectares of land in Misurata 
region are now being apportioned, and will be distributed 
to about 100 concessionnaires. An agricultural society has 
recently been formed with a capital of 4 million lire. 
The concession measures 5,000 hectares, and is situated 
between the 50th and 60th kilometre on the Tripoli- 
Tarhuna road. This is the largest enterprise of the kind 
in Tripolitania. It has already started work, and a first 
factory is being constructed for the first group of ten 
families of labourers, who will arrive as soon as accommo- 
dation is ready. Two other new concessions of 500 and 
892 hectares each have also been granted. All the con- 
cessions have not been very fortunate in 1927-28. Many 
have changed hands for lack of money on the part of 
their previous holders. 


The Government has unquestionably decided that the 
future of Tripolitania consists in the development of 
agriculture, and all efforts are exerted to this objective. 
Unfortunately the lack of rain during the past three years 
discouraged many concessionnaires, who, with a few ex- 
ceptions, are not in a strong financial position, and the 
unexpected delay in realising the profits, or the total 
absence of such, has shaken their confidence, others have 
not been able to continue their efforts through lack of 


capital. 
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IMPORTS AND EXporTs. 


The total value of imports and exports during 1927 was 
246,046,377 lire and 17,208,743 lire, as compared with 
211,217,533 lire and 32,347,707 lire respectively in 1927. 
Imports from foreign countries tend to be restricted to 
those articles that cannot be produced in Italy. 


America is the leading exporting foreign country, her 
share amounting to 14,314,955 lire, the chief commodities 
being petrol, paraffin, motor cars and agricultural imple- 
ments. France is second highest contributor, while the 
third is China (principaily green tea). 


Statistics for 1928 will probably show a decline on 
foreign imports and Italy’s percentage will be higher.

BRITISH GUIANA. 





MINING INDUSTRY IN 1927. 


The mineral production of British Guiana is at present 
confined to gold, diamonds, and bauxite, states the Annual] 
Report for 1927. The records of gold production date 
back to 1884, and the aggregate amount produced from 
then to the end of 1927 was 2,668,260 oz., valued at 
£9,732,910. The highest production in any one year was 
138,528 oz. in 1893; but since the rise of the diamond 
industry and consequent almost entire diversion of the 
interest of the diggers to the alluvial diamond workings, 
the output of gold has dwindled until only 6,722 oz. were 
produced in 1927; of this, 3,975 oz. were won by dredging, 
With the exception of 69,430 oz. won by quartz-mining 
ventures, all of which are closed down, the entire produc. 
tion of gold has been obtained from alluvial deposits. 

Diamonds were first discovered in 1890, but, though of 
good quality, failed to obtain a good market price until 
1916, from which year production rose steadily to a 
peak of 214,474 carats, valued at £1,033,014 in 
1923. World prices have gradually declined since then, 
and the production for 1927 was 173,796 carats, valued 
at £724,152. The aggregate output from 1890 to the 
end of that year was 1,400,744 carats, valued at £5,938, 187. 
The entire production has been obtained from alluvial 
workings, mostly by individual workers, no pipes or fissure 
deposits having been found. 

Valuable and extensive deposits of exceptionally high 
grade bauxite exist in easily accessible locations. Opera- 
tions to develop part of these were commenced in 1914. 
Plant and equipment to a value of about £1,000,000 have 
been erected, and the aggregate output to the end of 
1927 was 816,244 tons, the output during the year being 
160,933 tons. This places British Guiana in the forefront 
of bauxite-producing countries. The following table 
shows the exports of these minerals for the last three

With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ Journal’ of 5th 
July (page 24) stating that a modus vivendi had been 
concluded between Chile and Salvador, in virtue of which 
Salvadorean goods on importatjon into Chile, and Chilean 
goods on importation into Salvador, were to enjoy most- 
favoured-nation treatment, the Board of Trade learn that 
the arrangement dates as from Ist February and not from 
27th April as indicated in the previous notice. 





GREECE—SPAIN. 





TREATY OF COMMERCE AND NAVIGATION. 


The Treaty of Commerce and Navigation between Greece 
and Spain, which was signed at Athens on 23rd September, 
1926, having been ratified by both the Contracting 
Parties, came into force on 10th August last. According 
to the provisions of Article 17 the treaty cannot cease to 
operate unless it is replaced by a new treaty. 

The treaty, which stipulates ‘‘ full and complete freedom 
of commerce and navigation ’’ between the two countries, 
does not deal with Customs duties. In the matter of the 
rights to be enjoyed in the territories of the one country 
by the nationals of the other, the Treaty prescribes most- 
favoured-nation treatment as regards taxation, residence, 
the possession, acquisition and disposal of property, the 
exercise of commerce and industry, and the protection of 
trade marks, designs and the like. Transit matters are to 
be governed in accordance with the provisions of the 
Barcelona statute of 1921. 

Companies and associations generally are to enjoy most- 
favoured-nation treatment. Similar treatment is accorded 
in respect of commercial travellers and their samples. 

Ships of the contracting parties are granted most- 
favoured-nation treatment in respect of ports dues and 
charges. The coasting trade and fisheries are reserved, 
however, to the national flag. 

The remaining articles of the Treaty contain detailed 
provisions regarding the treatment of consular officers. 





TURKEY—BULGARIA. 





TREATY OF COMMERCE AND NAVIGATION. 


A Treaty of Commerce and Navigation between Turkey 
and Bulgaria was signed at Angora on 12th February, 
1928, and came into force on Ist October, 1928. The 
Treaty is concluded for one year, after which it will be 
subject to six months’ notice of denunciation. It pro- 
vides for most favoured nation treatment in the following 
matters: import and export duties, internal duties, Cus- 
toms formalities, and transit and transport of goods. 
Import and export prohibitions or restrictions may only 
be imposed in certain exceptional cases, and must then 
be applicable to all other countries where similar condi- 
tions prevail. Detailed arrangements for the treatment 
of commercial travellers and their samples are included 
in the Treaty. 

The vessels of the Parties are to be accorded national 
treatment, except as regards fishing in territorial waters, 
coasting trade, port services and navigation on inland 
waterways, which are reserved to the national flag.

The most-favoured-nation provisions of the Treaty are 
not applicable to privileges or benefits :— 
(a) accorded to neighbouring States to facilitate 
frontier traffic; 
(6) resulting from a Customs Union; 
(c) granted by Turkey to countries which were 
detached from the Ottoman Empire in 1923.

ADMISSION OF CERTAIN NEGATIVE CINE. 
MATOGRAPH FILMS AT BLANK FILM 
RATE OF DUTY. 


With reference to the notice which appeared under the

AUSTRALIA. 


IMPORTATION OF LIVE POULTRY. 


Under a Proclamation (No. 166 of 1927) the importa- 
tion into Australia of animals from all parts of the world 
was prohibited, with certain specified exceptions. The 
importation of poultry from Great Britain and Ireland 
and certain other countries was permitted, provided that 
the provisions of the Quarantine Proclamations were com- 
plied with. These provisions (Quarantine Regulation 
81 M) require a certificate from an approved veterinary 
surgeon at the port of shipment to the effect that on 
examination the poultry is free from disease. 

The High Commissioner in London for the Common- 
wealth of Australia has drawn attention to the fact that 
advice has been received that on occasions consignments 
have arrived in Australia without the necessary certifi- 
cates. It has, accordingly, been considered necessary t0 
warn intending exporters of live poultry to Australia that 
for the future any such poultry arriving in Australia 
without the necessary certificate will be refused entry.

The ‘‘ Indian Trade Journal ’’ for 20th September con- 
tains a Notification (No. 46—Customs, dated 15th Septem- 
ber, 1928) issued by the Government of India in the 
Finance Department (Central Revenues) which exempts 
paper in rolls with side-perforations, to be used after 
further perforation for type-casting, from the import duty 
leviable thereon under the Indian Tariff Act. 





INDIAN OIL INDUSTRY: TARIFF BOARD’S 
REPORT AND GOVERNMENT OF INDIA’S 
DECISIONS. 

In connection with the notice which appeared in the 
‘Journal ’”’ for 17th May (page 640) regarding the enquiry 
of the Indian Tariff Board into the question of the grant 
of protection to the Indian oil industry, it should be noted 
that the “‘ Indian Trade Journal’’ for 20th September 
contains a reproduction of the summaries of the majority 
and minority Reports of the Tariff Board on this matter, 
together with the Government of India’s decisions thereon. 
In the opinion of the majority of the Board, no case 
has been made out for safeguarding the Indian oil industry 
against the sale of imported kerosene below world parity, 
and that as regards petrol no immediate measures are 
called for. The minority Report similarly establishes that 
no case has been made out for the grant of protection in 
any form, either as regards kerosene or petrol, and there- 

fore makes no recommendations on the matter. 

The Resolution (No. 141T (48)) of the 12th September, 
1928, issued by the Government of Indid in the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, setting out the Government of India’s 
decisions on the matter, indicates that that Government 
have given careful consideration to the conclusions arrived 
at by the Board, with the result that the Government of 
India see no reason for rejecting the considered opinion 
of the Board that no case has been made out for safe- 
guarding any Company against the sale of imported kero- 
sene below world parity. They accept also the further 
finding of the Board, that petrol is not likely to be im- 
ported into India on any considerable scale for the next 
two years, and that no action is called for.

REGULATIONS GOVERNING EXPORTATION 
OF HONEY, ETC. 


Regulations have been made by the Governor in Privy 
Council on 31st July, 1928, under the Agricultural Produce 
Law, 1926, governing the exportation of wax and honey 
from Jamaica. 


The Regulations prohibit the exportation of honey in 
any but new containers, which must be thoroughly clean, 
or of honey which has not been subsided or strained. All 
containers must be marked to the satisfaction of an In- 
spector of Produce with the words ‘‘ Jamaica Honey.” 


The exportation of adulterated wax from the Colony is 
prohibited by the Regulations.

INCREASED MANUFACTURING TAX ON 
SPIRITS. 


The ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale’? (Rome) for 25th September 
contains a Royal Decree Law, dated 24th September, 
which increases by 300 lire per hectolitre, as from the 26th 
September, the manufacturing (excise) tax on spirits pro 
duced in Italy and the corresponding surtax on spirits 
imported into Italy. The tax is now fixed at 1,800 lire per 
hectolitre of anhydrous alcohol at a temperature of 15:56 
degrees C. This tax is also applicable to methyl alcohol 
and all other alcohols (except ethyl alcohol) which are 
refined so as to be suitable for use in the preparation of 
beverages. 

The manufacturing tax on spirit employed in the 
vinegar industry, which is 215 lire per hectolitre on spirit 
produced in first-class factories and 175 lire per hectolitre 
on spirit obtained from the distillation of grape pulp ™ 
wine, is increased by 300 lire per hectolitre of anhydrous 
alcohol. 

[The increase of this tax on spirits involves also an in- 
crease in the tax applicable to various products containing 
alcohol (e.g., alcoholic perfumery) on import into Italy.]

CUSTOMS DUTIES FOR 1929. 


H.M. Consul at Helsingfors reports that, as the special 
Commission appointed to revise the Finnish Customs Tariff 
has not yet completed its labours, it is proposed to lay 
before Parliament during the present session a Bill to 
continue the -existing Tariff in force during 1929 with 
certain amendments. It is proposed to increase the basic 
rate of duty on motor cars from 5 to 8 per cent. ad 
valorem. (If the Council of State continue to exercise 
their right to increase this duty tourfold, the General 
tariff rate will thus be increased from 20 to 32 per cent. 
ad valorem and the ‘“‘ conventional ’’ duty from 8% to 14 
per cent. ad valorem.) Unground maize is to be exempt 
from duty; and the duty on gramophones and records is 
to be reduced from 100 to 50 marks per kilog.
